It also would boost Senate pensions 
because bcnciits die based partly on 
the average, of a senator's three 
highest years’, salaries, said NTU 
spokesman Pete Sepp. 

If the pay raise does not become 
law, Symms’ estimated lifetime 
pension benefits from the. Civil 
Service Retirement System would be 


$2,478 million, according to the
